Here is my plea for the reducement of X-ray use. In this scientific 
age, everyone seems to think that we probably know what is the safety 
level of X-ray radiation. However, the assumption is wrong. 1 through¬ 
out the last 30 years the dosage that was generally held sate has 
gradually been considerably reduced. Thirty years ago it was not un¬ 
common that people having hirsutism or acne were being treated by 
radiation to the face. Parotiditis was being treated by X-ray. 1 reatmg 
benign conditions persisted even until very recent times. 

People use X-ray to treat keloids, thymus gland tumors, and its 
use has even persisted until now where dermatologists still use it tor 
assorted uses for dermatological conditions. 

We have generally held that the dosages we use are sate. How¬ 
ever, are they really? Take a closer examination of recent years. We 
have found that thyroid cancer is found to be exceedingly high in the 
people who have received X-ray radiation to the thymus or head and 
neck area. What we previously have held to be a safe level has been 
gradually found to be unsafe after all. 

.Everyday when you walk by the emergency room you see a parade 
of parents and friends bringing the friends or children to the emergency 
room “I want an X-ray of my wrist.” “I want an X-ray of my head. 
“I want an X-ray of my foot.” It is not unusual for people having any 
form of automobile accident to have a total body X-ray. A child that 
has had a fall will have a full set of skull X-rays and cervical spine 
as well Are all these X-ray examinations necessary? I don t believe so. 
The public generally feels that if they do not have an X-ray examina¬ 
tion they are somewhat cheated. They feel that something has been 
left out and that something might have been discovered by use ot 

The problem is compounded by the malpractice cases that are 
sought after by lawyers. If a physician does not take X-rays to prove 
that he thoroughly covered all aspects of a case, and if something else 
is found at a later date, the doctor gets blamed for not taking X-rays, 

and finds himself on the hook. , . , 

I would like to make a plea that it is about time for every one 
of us as physicians, to educate our patients that when a patient walks 
into emergency or our office we are treating the patient rather t an 
the X-ray. Let me make an example: for X-ray of the facial bones. 
You can have a previous fracture of the facial bones where it is already

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Editorial 

YESTERDAY, TODAY, & TOMORROW 

Only forty years ago Dr. E. C. Baker wrote, “The Use of X-Ray in 
Tuberculosis”, in this Bulletin. It is appropriate that we summarize and 
evaluate some of the changes that have appeared in medicine within the past 
decade. Such summary is not really aimed toward the present reader, but 
rather to those physicians who will be contemporaries of our grandchildren. 
This is a story of progress, but also of regression. 

Dr. Baker wrote of X-Ray at a time when many radiologists were losing 
fingers — victims of the same rays that helped in tuberculosis. It would 
thrill him, as it does us, to witness the breakthrough we have in CAT 
scanning (Computerized Axial Tomography). This technique differentiates 
air, water, tissue, and objects of heavier density. All of this is accomplished 
with far less X-Ray exposure than was used for Dr. Baker’s tubercular 
patients. The CAT scanner is a superb diagostic tool. There are three such 
instruments in our county, representing an investment of close to a million 
dollars. 

Progress is reported in many other areas as well. The World Health 
Organization has announced that Smallpox has been eliminated from our 
earth. Thus vaccination begun by Edward Jenner in 1796 has now con¬ 
quered a disease that historically ravaged all of mankind, and whose depri¬ 
vations wrote history. The first externally conceived (test tube) child, Louise 
Brown, is now alive and well at nine months of age. 

In our own area, Youngstown State University, Kent and Akron Uni¬ 
versities have joined to form the Northeastern Ohio Universities College of 
Medicine (NEOUCOM). Many of our confrers are serving as faculty and 
advisors. Health facilities have been enhanced with the dedication of St. 
Elizabeth’s new south extension wing. Youngstown Hospital has very re¬ 
cently put into service at its North Unit a new wing which contains a new 
surgical suite, intensive care, and ambulatory services. A parking deck is 
nearing completion at the South Unit. This year also saw the closing of the 
Tuberculosis Sanitorium, though neither Dr. Baker’s X-Rays, nor modern 
chemotherapy have yet put tuberculosis in the same category as small-pox. 

This progress must not blind us to our painfully slow progress in some 
fields where we seem to measure gains in inches not miles, nor to other

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OSMA LAWSUIT DISMISSED 

The Ohio State Medical Association has announced the voluntary dis¬ 
missal of a lawsuit brought against the Association in 1975 by the Ohio 
Attorney General’s office which challenged OSMA’s ownership of Ohio 
Medical Indemnity, Ohio’s largest Blue Shield plan. 

OSMA voted to “mutualize” the Blue Shield plan which, in effect, 
gives the company to Blue Shield’s 3.5 million subscribers. The Blue Shield 
plan, which paid over $245 million last year in subscriber benefits, will 
continue to operate as a non-profit company, with no monetary gain to be 
made by any individual or group. 

In connection with the dismissal of the suit, a $1 million charitable 
grant will be made by Blue Shield in the name off the Ohio State Medical 
Association to Ohio’s seven medical schools. The grant will be used to 
further the development of programs in geriatric medicine. 

Blue Shield was created by Ohio’s physicians in 1945 to meet the needs 
of individuals and small groups who were being denied medical insurance 
at any price because of the belief by the insurance industry that small groups 
and individuals were poor insurance risks. The strong belief by members 
of the OSMA that this practice was inappropriate, led to the formation of 
Ohio Medical Indemnity. Ohio Medical Indemnity’s excellent rate off suc¬ 
cess has proven the validity of that belief. 

OSMA President John J. Gaughan, M.D., expressed the Association’s 
pride in the role it has played in providing medical insurance to millions 
of Ohioans over the past 33 years and expressed confidence that this suc¬ 
cess would continue. 

"We are certain that Ohio Medical Indemnity will maintain its leader¬ 
ship role in guaranteeing that Ohio citizens will continue to have access to 
the highest quality of medical care,” Dr. Gaughan said. 

The dismissal of the suit came after all parties involved agreed to all 
points in the settlement, the most important of which was the mutualization 
of the company. 


DR. SCHREIBER WINS NATIONAL SPEECH AWARD 

Dr. Jack Schreiber won first award in the television news catego-y 'f 
the first annual Physician Speaker Competition, sponsored by the Ame.' i 
M edical Association. The prize consisted of a plaque for Dr. Schreiber s d 
a $1000 check for the Mahoning County Medical Society. Presentation ■ rs 
made at the AMA National Leadership Conference in Chicago. 

For the competition, Dr. Schreiber submitted a television tape of a 
program on which he had discussed National Health Insurance, and which 
was broadcast over Channel 45. 

Dr. Schreiber presented the check to the Medical Society at the March 
20th meeting. The money is designated to be used for enhancing the speakers 
program of the Society. 

The AMA has announced rules for the second national awards program 
for medical speakers. Anyone who makes a presentation between January 
and November, 1979 is eligible to enter. The seven categories for speakers 
are: Television News Show, Television Talk Show, Radio News or Talk 
Show, The Physician as TV or Radio Host, Public Audience Speech, Pro¬ 
fessional Audience Speech, and Testimony. A copy of the rules and applica¬ 
tion blank is available at the Mahoning County Medical Society.

areas where we seem to be losing ground. Prevention and treatment of such 
major problems as arteriosclerosis, diabetis, cancer, hypertension, and mental 
illness, still eludes us. Organ transplants seem very tempting, but would seem 
to require more knowledge of human immune reactions. Drug abuse has 
assumed epidemic proportions and emphasizes the social aspects of medical 
practice. Venereal disease is rising. Cigarette smoking is rising amongst 
young people. 

Thirty years ago in this Bulletin Dr. John McCann wrote urging the 
members against the temptations of Socialized Medicine. We are closer to 
this condition now than ever before. In addition, many paramedical groups 
are attempting to practice medicine by virtue of legislative action. 

Costs of hospital care is rising at a double digit rate. It has become 
impossible for the average person to withstand the economic pinch of ill¬ 
ness without some health insurance. This fact is reflected by the increasing 
political concern for what is being done in medicine. 

So, we leave to our grandchildren a record of progress, but we leave 
them a wealth of difficult problems to challenge them and allow their zeal 
to find success.

stabilized, and further X-ray examination, even after years, may still show 
signs of the previous fracture. You may have a patient who has a fracture 
of some part of the facial bones showing fracture on the X-ray examination 
but showing no depression clinically which does not require any surgical 
intervention. The depression part can be detected by physical examination. 
Without a clinical finding, relying on taking a laboratory examination and 
trying to put the burden onto the radiography or the radiologist is grossly 
unfair to the radiologist. 

Throughout our lifetime there are occasions when we will require a 
radiographic .examination, and indeed the progress of scanning, isotope 
scanning, as well as different kinds of radiographic procedures is advanc¬ 
ing. The chance that we will be needing the service is getting greater and 
greater; and I feel that it is our duty to educate our patients to withhold 
all unnecessary X-ray examination as much as possible so that the total 
radiation to the patient will be brought down to a minimum. Then when the 
time comes where an absolute indicated condition appears and the patient 
will require an examination, he will not be overly radiated.

EAR-PIERCING RULED NON-MEDICAL 

The Ohio Medical Board’s long-standing ruling that ear-piercing is the 
practice of medicine has been reversed by the Ohio Attorney General. He 
noted that the Ohio Revised Code specifies that the definition of the prac¬ 
tice of medicine involves “. . . the cure or relief of a wound, fracture or 
bodily injury, infirmity, or disease . . .” and that ear piercing is not intended 
for such treatment. He also said, “Any issues of whether more drastic cos¬ 
metic procedures would fall within the statutory definition must be con¬ 
sidered on their own men s..

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FORTY YEARS AGO —APRIL 1939 

Leading the group from the University of Pennsylvania who came to us 
for Post-Graduate Day that April was our old friend Charlie Wolferth, then 
Clinical Professor of Medicine. Charlie was Pathologist at the Youngstown 
Hospital in 1916 and went with Base Hospital 31 to France. When Dr. C. R. 
Clark was elevated to Consultant, Charlie took over as Chief of Medicine. 
After the war he went to Philadelphia to study at the University and soon 
became known as a national authority on heart disease. 

Dr. Wolferth was succeeded in the laboratory by David L. Farley who 
also left to join our Base Hospital. After the war he too went to the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylavnia and became an authority on blood diseases. He is the 
co-author of the book "Practical Hematological Diagnosis” by Pepper and 
Farley. 

Excerpts from a paper on 'Medical Management of Peptic Ulcer” by Dr. 
L. S. Shensa: “Despite some opinions to the contrary, belladonna or atropine 
are the most satisfactory ,antispasmodics . . . Among the many forms of 
treatment, Sippy diet, alkali regimen together with the use of sedatives still 
ranks the highest . . . Treat the patient together with the ulcer ... Do not 
temporize with hemorrhage or perforation.”

THIRTY YEARS AGO —APRIL 1949

likely to occur . . . Emotional outbursts and personality changes in diabetic 
children should be attributed to the insulin until proven otherwise . . . Too 
much insulin is a more serious hazard than too little.”

PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 
March 13, 1979 

The regular meeting of the Council of the Mahoning County Medical 
Society was held on Tuesday, March 13, 1979, at the Youngstown Club. 

Dr. Chiu reported on a meeting with Alden Cummins of the HSA. He 
made it clear that the official stand of the Mahoning County Medical 
Society is that in principle we do not endorse any cut-backs in hospital beds. 

A phone call was reported concerning the new method of listing in 
the white pages of the current telephone directory. There is now a residence 
section and a business section. Doctors’ offices are listed in the business 
section and home phone in the residence section. Each member should con¬ 
tact the telephone company if his listing is not correct. 

Dr. Anderson, as chief delegate, reported on the Sixth District meeting, 
held Feb. 28 at the Medical School. The District will support Dr. C. E. 
Pichette for secretary-treasurer of OSMA, and Dr. Ned Grable of Stark 
County for a second term as alternate delegate to the AM A. 

Dr. Abdu reported for the insurance committee. He submitted a com¬ 
parison of the Medical Society group plan and direct pay. He also' recom¬ 
mended the addition of three riders to our group plan: Medical Emergency 
Rider, Unlimited Outpatient Lab Rider and Ambulance Rider. He quoted a 
cost of $33 per year for family coverage if the riders were added. The mo¬ 
tion was made, seconded and duly passed that Council approve in principle 
adding $33 to the cost of group coevrage with the stipulation that definite 
information on exactly what is covered be brought to Council before final 
approval.
